SNAILS AS FOOD.

The stories about Frenchmen eating snails 
are believed by many people to have no founda- 
ion tn fact, but to be only a phase of the 
exaggeration in which people are apt to indulge 
in describing the queer things that are to be 
found on Parisian dining tables, Neverthe- 
less, it is a fact that nearly 100,000lb of snails 
are sold daily in the Paris markets to be 
eaten by dwellers in Paris. They are care: 
‘fully reared for the purpose in: extensive 
snail gardens in the provinces, and fed: on 
aromatic herbs tomake their flavour finer. One 
Bnailery in Dijon is said to bring in to its pro-. 
ptictor 7000 francs year, Many Swiss can- 
tons:also contain large snail gardens, where 
they are grown with much pains, They are 
not only regarded ava great delicacy, but are 
reckoned as very nutritious. ‘Hygienists say 
that they contain 17 per cent, et nirogenous 
matter, and that they are equal to oysters in 
nutritive properties, Snails: are also. exten- 
sively used as an article of food in’ Austria, 
Spain, Italy, and Egypt, and the countries on 
the African side of the Mediterranean. Indeed, 
the habit of eating snails as food has existed 
in various parts of Europe for many centuries,

The Royal Hunvine Society issued on rst 
ulto. its completed record of cases of bravery in 
saving life brouglit under its notice during the 
past year ‘for gome form of recognition. The 
cases investigated number 619, resulting in.741 
persons being rewarded for saving679 lives, and 
attempting to save 51 others who were either 

_ drowned or succumbed to the effects, of foul 
yas in various forms. Many of the rescues 
were performed under exceptionally difficult 
condi ons, notably those in South: Africa, 
wher me of our soldiers exerted themselves 
in saving ‘life even under fire from the enemy, 
and later in the year some good rescues have 
heen’ effected by men ofthe expeditionary 
force in-China, The awards include 15 silver 
and 203 bronze medals and clasps, 415 testi- 
monials, in addition to 57 pecuniary rewards 
of varying amounts. : :

£2,340559 iin 1899 it was £3,446,18a, and it is. 
certaifi, that the rate of increase has been 
greater, rather than less, in the present year. 
The numberof indoor papers atthe date of 
the latest return was 865 lesa than at the corre- 
sponding period of last, year, but the recipients 
of outdoor relief have increased by nearly 700,
